n. Sir, I stiould consider it the most 
uspicious event of ay lite, if 1 could 
‘e every gentleman on this floor de- 
rmined to take and maintain the true 
d American ground occupied 
the 
atriots q f’76. Although it may be 
’nful to the feelings of an honorable 
aid, to be assailed, with odious ap- 
ellationa, and cnarged with duplicity 
d falsehood, yet the mind which has 
’rtue for its basis, a conscious integrity 
~r its support, and firmness sufficient 
o enable the man to do his duty, may 
opc to pass unhurt by such malicious 
rts. 
Standing as 1 do, in the highly re- 
ponsible situation of one of the legis- 
ators of this extensive country, I hope 
o have stability and integrity sufficient 
o enable me to discharge my duty to 
constituents. If, after having pass- 
d through the revolutionary war, and 
ving never changed ray political creed 
o the present day,an odious epithet 
could induce me to alter my course 1 
should be unworthy the confidence oi 
my country. But tyhenee, Mr. Chair* 
to a. i, pioceeds this system of slander 
and abuse ? From the foul presses ot 
our country—To whom are some of the 
fairest characters which have ever 
adorned this or any other country, in­ 
debted for the odious epithets of mon- 
archistsifordgn egenff, tones, and the 
like? To your imported patriots, who, 
weary of the dull pursuits of industry 
on their native soii; or escaping from 
the justice of the taws of their owr. 
Country, have led to this happy land, 
to »»struct its inhabitants into the true 
principles of liberty and equality. 


To tlu» set of newly fledged politi­ 
cians, and of a similar stamp, is this 
Once happy country indebted for one 
half the miseries, and much of the dis­ 
grace which it suffers. 


1 have been led into this digression, 
«» consequence of remarks which have 
tali an from the other side of t,he house, 
but will now return to my subject. 


A gentleman from New-York, (Mr. 
Stow) who addressed you early in this 
eebate, told us that he reprobated the 
war, and had no confidence in the ad«, 
Ministration to conduct K to a success­ 
ful issue, but should vote fur the bill 
to enable them to carry it on.— This is 
strange political logic to my understand* 
While 1 subscribe fully to bis 
Premise** the jeasouings of my mind 
ring me Wa very different result.— 
«ccauue I deprecate this war, as preg- 
great evils, if not ruin to 
my cou»«tryf i will, therefore, take ail 
constitutional measures to bringit to a 
8P®edy aud honorable close, and be- 
^ase I have no confidence in the exe­ 
cutive department of our government, 
w 
subordinate ag^nu w^»o have 


been appllnted to conduct 4he war, I 
am in conscience bound not to vote for 
this bill, which ifadopted, will entail 
stili greater evils on this deveted coun­ 
try. 


In presenting the subject to this 
honorable committee, in its most ap­ 
propriate form, it may be proper to 
Examine into the prominent causes 
of our dispute, 
which has termi 
nated in open war with Grout-Bri­ 
tain. These I take to be three, viz. 


1. The Orders in Council. 
2. Impressment of our seamen. 
3. The attacWmpon the Chesapeake. 
That we may narrow the point Id 


controversy as much as possible, I 
remark that ample and satisfactory a 
tonement having been made ior th< 
violution of our rights by the attack <■>» 
the Chesapeake, one cause of (in­ 
quietude, and a prominent one too, ha > 
been finally removed. 
It has, indeed 
been frequently remarked on this fluoi, 
that the satisfaction offered for the 
unauthorised attack on the 
frigate 
Chesapeake, was long delayed, and 
very 
relunctantly offered. 
However 
painful it may be to censure the con­ 
duct of our own government 4 yet a 
sense of justice obliges me to say,that to 
every overtut e made by Great-Britain 
to accommodate this unpleasant affair, 
our administration attached some ex- 
rf ceptionable condition, which closed the 
door to an amicable adjustment. 
The 
committee cannot have forgotten the 
early disavowal of this wanton aggres­ 
sion on the honor of our flag by the , 
British government, and the tender of 
satisfaction which was made, but failed, 
because our minister was instructed to 
couple with this complaint the subject 
of impressment ; nor can they have 
toi'gotten, how indignant the ministry 
and nation were, when the President 
assumed the right of judging what 
would best comport with the honor of 
their king. 
Few, I believe, who read 
the offensive remark from that which 
ensued. And while 1 am upon this 
subject, 1 take occasion to remark, that 
in all our attempts to negociate with 
the British government, there seems to 
have been some untoward circumstance? 
some unfortunate condition, either ac­ 
cidently or intentionally, attached to thè 
question at issue,which has defeated the 
begociation. 


It would be within the scope of my 
present plan to take a particular re­ 
view of the Bi itish orders in council, 
as well as the subject of impressments. 
But inasmuch as the dweuments re­ 
lating to these two subjects, have been 
laid on every gentleman's table ; and 
more especially when I, reflect that 
both topics have been very ably dis­ 
cussed by some gentlemen who have 
preceded me, and especially by the gen­ 
tleman who has just set down, (Mr. 
Bleecker,) I shall contcnt myself with 
taking but a brief review of these pro­ 
mine ut, and 1 may add, the only re­ 
maining causes for the present war.—- 
As 
to the orders 
in council, it 
ought not 
to 
be 
forgetten, 
that 
during several 
lengthy discussions 
to obtain their repeal, as well by our 
Ministers in London, as 0 this place, 
they have been considered as the pro- 
miuent point in dispute. 
So, again as 
to the origin of our restrictive system, 
it cannot be forgotten that the friends 
4>ul abettors of those measures,uniform­ 
ly professed that they were adopted 
as retaliatory for the orders in couneil. 
From the first partial non-importation 
«»ct, whteh passed On the llth of April, 
Í8CÜ, down to the law of March 2d, 
1811—the object has been on the very 
face of the law, to procure a repeal of 
ihe Orders in Council, and t f the Ber­ 
lin and Milan Decrees. 
If auy doubt 
should remain on the miqd ef any mem­ 
ber of this committee, as to this fact, 1 
beg him to turn his eye to the restric­ 
tive code, and I presume he will find 
the evidence to be abundant and com- 
pleat. 
In this system of anti-commet - 
cial regulations, I tii.v the origin and 
progress of our ptesant political cala* 
mities. 
And heie, Mr. Chairman, I 
shall readily admit, that we bad griev­ 
ances and complaints, great and heavy 
against both of ..if oeUigerms ; nor have 
I the least iuci. 
on to palliate or ex* 
cuse them. 
iwy object is to aho* 
what I have u,ft;u',mly expressed on 
this floor, that u. system of non-ini - 
¡ portaiion, nm 
.ttrcourse and embargo 
have been diri cu-J against the orders 
in council, as to Gtern*Britain, and 
nothing else ; and tinally have brought 
this country »to a ruinous war. 
Is 
there a man within these walls, who 
does not now believe (as was fully pre* 
dieted when the law pa isecj) tbdt the 
conditions held out to the two great 
belligerents, to induce them to repeal 
their obnoxious edicts, violating the 
neutral cor^merce of «he United States, 
placed the execution of our la# in the 


baAds of a foreign government ? Is 
there a man of otdinary capacity in the 
United States, having the means 01 
information, who now believes that the 
Berlin and Milan Decrees were repeal­ 
ed on the 1st of November 1810, ac­ 
cording to the proclamation of the Pre­ 
sident @f the United Slate«* solemnly 
mnouncing that fact ; and that they 
uienceforward ceased to violate our ' 
neutral commerce ? 
Does not candor 
constrain all to confess that long after 
the pretended repeal of the aforesaid 
iccrces, our commerce, was harrassed 
in cveiy sea where French cruisers 
ceukl reach it ? .. Need I point you tb 
the piratical seizures and burning of 
American property in the Baltic, the 
Mediterranean and the Atlantic seas, 
by the privaeers and fleets of the 
French F Tipirej subsequent to this pre­ 
tended repeal, and sanctioned expressly 
by its authority ? 
If all other evidence 
should be deemed insufficient, I en­ 
quire whether tbe French Emperor 
himself has not sufficiently humbled 
tnis country (if indeed our cup of hu­ 
miliation had net been fall before) by 
his own fornihl) anti-dated repeal of 
his Berlin and Milan Decrees, Ionic 
subsequent to the time imp sed on the 
President by the Duke de Cadore ? 


It cannot have escaped the attention 
of the committee, or of the nation, that 
Napoleon's decree respecting the Ber­ 
lin and Milan Decrees, bears date the 
28th of April, 1811, and is explicitly 
bottomed on the law of congress, passed 
March 2d, 1811, tbe sole object of 
which law was to confirm the pro­ 
clamation of the President which had 
then been 
issued 
more than four 
months, and the legality of which had 
become very questionable. This de 
cree may be fuund among the docu­ 
ments accompanying the President's 
message of Nov. 4th, 1812, and on the 
46th page of those printed papers. 


If further evidence would be need­ 
ed to prove the abominable fraud of 
this transaction, it may be found in the 
correspondence of our minister at Paris 
in the summer of 1811, wherein he 
remarks, that he had repeatedly de­ 
manded evidence ofj®|e repeal of the 
Berlin and Milan Decrees, but none 
could be obtained. 
And yet forsooth 
we are now furnished with a Decree 
dated in April, preceding, but not is**! 
ed until we were so entangled in French 
foils, that war with Great-Britain was 
inevitable. 
If this fact alone had been 
understood, I put it to the candor of 
this 
honorable 
committee 
to say 
whether they would have consented to 
the declaration of war against Great- 
Britaki at the time and for the reasons 
whi&h were given ? I say, without fear 
of contradiction that they would not ? If 
my premises are true, and the inference 
undisputed, since the government has 
been grossly deceived and drawn into 
this war, for reasons and causes which 
did not then exist, most assuredly it 
bccomes our duty a& well as interest to 
relieve the country from its prossure 
as soon as possible. 


In addition to all this, it is a singular 
fact in the history and progress of this 
war, that in five days after its declara­ 
tion, (viz. on the 23d of June, 1812) and 
as soon as the aforesaid decree of the 
French Emperor was made known to 
the British Ministry by Mr. Russel), an 
order io council was issued, repealing 
the former obnoxious orders, which had 
oeen ostensibly the most prominent 
cause of'the w ar; and yei the President 
has neves i&sped his Proclamation an 
nouncing that fact,'as by the terms ol! 
the law of March 2d, 1811, he was ex 
pressly bound to do. On this failure of 
the President to do what the law enjoin 
ed on him to perform, as well as having 
issued his Proclamation of Nov. 1810 
without possessing the facts required 
by the law to support him ; I make no 
comment. The account is still unsettled 
between him and this injured country. 


The Orders in Council having thus 
been revoked, the continuance of the 
Wat* seems to rest upon the Impress­ 
ment of our Seamen alone.—— Give me 
leave, then, to enquire into the grounds 
of this practice, as claimed by Grrat- 
Britain. Is it not bottomed 00 the an- 
ancient doctrine of Perpetual Alle­ 
giance j or in other wordB, that *be na­ 
tive-born subject can never so expa- 
titite, aathaithe mother country may not 
claim his service in time of war ? 
Is 
this a novel doctrine, either as to time, 
or the nation who now attempts to en­ 
force it ? 
I venture to say, that Great- 
Britain has practised upon this principle, 
ever since she has been a nation; and it 
is farther manifest, that France, and all 
tbe maritime powers of Europe, have 
maintained the same doctrine.— -Nay, 
sir, we maintain the same doctrine, in 
our own country ; in proof of which, 
witness the President s Proclamation, 
at the comi&e»ccnu»urof this war ; and 


:1 


notice also, the recent case of Clark the 
>py, who was condemned to suffer 
death by a court-martial» and was par 
doaed by the President, on the ground 
of his\>wii£§ Allegiance to the United 
States, although? residing in an enemy's 
territory, and having been naturalized or 
sworn allegiance to the King df Great- 
Britain. Hence it would seem, that the 
principle set up, was no| novel nor sin­ 
gular.—.But what is the principle in 
contest, between the two governments ? 
Great-Britain claims the right to visit 
neutral merchant ships on the high seas ; 
aud if she»finds any of her natyrêlrbom 
subject», tb take them into her service. 
—»The government of the United States 
denies to her this right ; and aisérfs, 
that a foreigner,naturalized in this coun­ 
try, is absolved from all allegiance to the 
parent state. The practice of Great- 
Britain, under her principle, has un­ 
doubtedly subjected some of our native 
citizens to capture and involuntary ser­ 
vice, frem causes which I need not here 
repeat. In all such càscs, I take it to be 
admitted, on all hands, that she sets up 
no claim ; and therefore every abusé of 
this sort, is capable of remedy.— But on 
this head I have np hesitation in ex­ 
pressing my unqualified belief, founded 
on documents whi<;h have beep laid on 
our tables, that the list of such impress­ 
ed seamen is greatly exaggerated-——— 
Out of the number, 0257, of American 
Citizen*, said to have been impressed, 
and forming astanding Hcad-f ne ce to 
the list of our Grievances, I very much 
question, if 50Q native Americans can 
ue found among .them all.— ■».The do­ 
cument lately furnished by the Secretary 
of State, if carefully examined, will 
serve very much to substantiate this 
fact — Many names arc there returned, 
who have only forwarded their claims to 
our Consul at London, and who, very 
probably, never set foot ou American 
ground 
Others again are continued 
on tne list, who have been discharged 
years ago ; and others, who have volun­ 
tarily engaged in her service. 


The question then at issue, I take to 
be this 
-Shall the war with G. Britain 
be continued, to oblige her to relinquish 
the practice of takii g, from oiir mer­ 
chantmen, her native citizen Sailors ?— 
if we could obtain tbe principle, by con­ 
tinuing the», war, I think it can be de­ 
monstrated,% that it would be injurious 
to the American Seamen to have it so 
established ; inasmuch as it would, by 
increasing the number of our beameu, 
necessarily diminish their Wages.—— 
But, circumstanced as Great-Britain is, 
contending for h«r existence, against 
the most formidable power on earth, 
and resting her last hopes upon her pa- 
vy, I presume she will never relinquish 
the principle. 


The enquiry hat been made# with 
some solicitude, What will you do witii* 
naturalized foreigners ? 
1 answer— 
treat them hospitably, and extend the 
arm of protectien, ¿*nd ail the blessings 
of government toHhem,while they con­ 
tinue within yoKf|&mtoriai jurisdic 
tion ; but if t¡¿ïy ieüre yeur territory, 
and chuse to go upon the great high­ 
way of nations, the risque and the choice 
are their own, as will be the peril. Put 
Jjhe case fairly to tbe yeomanry of our 
Icouiury, and let them understand the 
subject, that this war is te be carried on 
for the purpose of protecting foreign 
ers, while sailing on the high-seas 
and I very much incline to the opinion, 
that they would dismiss the authors of 
this war from Hirther service, or oblige 
|e m soon ta r in g it to a close.—. —Sir, 


British 


I will not cm nuit to waste one drop of 
pure American blood, nor to expend 
a single dollar, to protect on the high- 
seas, all the vagabonds of Europe.-:— 
Valuable as ipay have?t>een the acquisi 
tion, in obtaining m m y great and good 
men, as emigrants from Europe, still I 
must maintain the opinion, that all the 
blessings of liberty and domestic go 
vernment, which are secured to them 
in common with our native citizens 
ought to be an ample ^compensation 
1 know it is no easy matter to draw the 
precise line, where protection shall 
cease { but b a question of such mo 
tnent, as Peace or War / the piospe 
rity and happiness, or perhaps the mi 
sery and ruin of our country, 1 cannot 
hesitate as to the course proper to be 
puasued. 


With respect to protections, they 
have become sq much a matter of bar 
gain and dale, that having been coun 
terfeited and «old in almost every pon 
in G. Britain, aa well as in America 
they have long since ceased to answer 
any valuable pugpo&e. 
It has been 
fact, long since well established, that a 
foreigner, whoctuld scarcely speak ouf" 
) \Dguage, could procure a protection in 
Great-Britaio, purporting to be evidence 
of his American cttizenship*~~>This then 
may account for die light and contemp­ 
tuous treatment Ifnren to this species of 


evidence, by the officers of the 
Navy. 


Having thus briefly adverted to the 
two prominent causes of the present 
war, the remainder of my remarks will 
be directed to the provisions ofthe bill 
now under discussion, which, should it 
pass into a law, will encrease our mili­ 
tary establishment to the number of 
55.000 men.—— In fact, Sir, when wo 
bring into the account several other 
corps of troops* . such as the engineers) 
the mounted rangers, Icc. beside the 
35.000 regular troops already authoriz­ 
ed by law ; if «11 the establishments 
should bo completed, and the present 
bill should pass, 2 believe we should 
not greatly overrate the ¡estimate, ii we 
should consider our military force to be 
nearly fio,ouQ menr independent of mi­ 
litia and volunteers. 
Now, as I am 
wholly averse to such a measure, 1 um 
fortified in this opinion, by the declara­ 
tion of the chairman of the committee 
on military affairs, who asserts, that the 
former establishment, if completed, 
would be amply sufficient for all the 
purposes of the war.«—I remark then 


1st. That the troops contemplated to 
be raised by this bill, would be unless 
as to the purposes ot offensive wat__ 
To enforce the truth of this pc4 tion, I 
presume it will be sufficient 10 remark, 
that modern warfare is become a sot t of 
trade ; that the military life is a school, 
into which men are brought for tuition 
and instruction} that it requires time, 
to change the habits and pursuits of 
men, before they can advantageously 
assyme and understand the duties of a 
soldier ; and that, above all,* it requires 
time and discipline, to iniiure them to 
the fatigues, hardships, and privations, 
of a camp.— 
If gentlemen will review 
the history of our revolutionary war, 
they wilitfind these remarks abunduntly 
verified; and I believe I shall be borne 
out in the remark, from undoubted evi­ 
dence, that moi‘e of our men perished 
lijFdiseases, during the two first years 
of the war, (tbe years 1775 and 1776,^ 
than we Jo st from the same cause 
through the residue of the war. 
To 
what else, but to the causes before men­ 
tioned, can this great mortality be as­ 
cribed ? 
Men Of experience, (and I 
flatter myself that i speak in the hear­ 
ing of some, wno not only recollect the 
events, but shared in the dangers 9! the 
revolutionary war) know that the foFe- 
gdtog remarks are substantially true. 


2. 1 observe further, that thU species 
of force is altogether more e x ten siv e, 
and less efficient, than regular troops__ 
If gentlemen will turn to the instructive 
letters of Gerteral Washington on this 
subject, they will find my remarks a - 
bundautly verified. 
Very early in the 
revolution, he pressed upon Congress 
not to engage troops on short enlist­ 
ments, but for t.ie w ar; and supporte d 
his opinion by considerations, ot whick 
the following form a summary.

But the gentleman from Tennessee 
(Mr. Grundy) has said, that the regular*, 
establishment cannot be completed, but 
this net» body of levy troops can. 
it 
this be trull I enquire, with solemnity, 
of this honorable committee, whether 
it is not decisive as to the continuance 
of this war 1 
I speak with great confi­ 
dence, founded on Experience, when I 
assert, tha§ the war cannot be carried on 
successfully by militia, by volunteer 
nor by troops engaged on short enlist - 
ment% 
If this bill is to be supported, 
because the ranks in your regular army 
cannot be filled, I say you should begin 
to think seriously about a peace, or dis- 
grace and discomfiture will be the con- 
frequence.

that (rom the ordinary revenue on those 
blanches of com m ercc which a.c per- 
mited by la#,^according to Mr. Galla­ 
tin’s report, Vre cannot expect an an­ 
nual receipt into the treasury of roore 
than two millions and an half of dollars 
after this year. 
O ur system o^iniernal 
revenue^ has long since ceased, and the 
direct lajret reported at the last session 
of congress, for some reason, not ex­ 
plained to the house, are perm itted to 
fcleep —.'rh e only resort seems to be to 
loans, as if this fund of individual wealth 
was inexhaustible. 
Is it then a fact, 
that this war is to be supported almost 
ex,clus'»vely by loans ? It becoines then 
y senous enquiry as to the facility of 
obtaii'iny: them. 
By examining the 
anuual report of the secretary of the 
treasury, it will be found that from loans 
and the sale of iivasury notes, there had 
come into the treasury,in the year 1812, 
about thirteen millions of dollars, and 
that by the sale of the remaining trea­ 
sury notes auUiorised by law, about one 
million and an half more m ight be ex ­ 
pected to accrue, making in the whole 
g 14,500,000. 
It will further appear 
from the same docum ent, that of the 
sum s already received, there were fur­ 
nished by individuals, about 84,000,000, 
and by banks about 9,000,000.

O thers have ak.^ertcd, that not only 
U pper and Lower Canada, but llalihix, 
N’ova Scotia and New-Brunsw ick ivuai 
be wrested from the llriiihh ^ovciiimeni 
and annexed to our own <—W .'cn I hewi 
gentlem en indulge in such bold flifçhts

would be bad policy to accept ('f llieni 
The nature of tlicir ^o>ernment, and 
the mixed ch..îU ter of its inhabitants 
would illy coinpurt with thé genius uf 
our free institutions. 
In ariditloi; to 
this, the location of these provinces be 
ing accessible by fleets, and some of 
them havinpf very safe and capacious 
harbors, Tfould require a great naval as 
well as military establishmetit to protect 
and maintain them. 
But this is not tho 
most unpleasant part of the picture 
I apprehend much greater difficulties 
will be found in tho attainm ent of these 
objects, than some gentlem en seem to 
be aware of. 
To ai)preciute the truth 
of this rem ark, 
gentlem en will do 
wüll to review the event of the war 
between 
Kraiice and Great-Britain 
as carried on in America, which closed 
with the peace of 1763. 
At that time 
the British colonics in North Am erica 
(now the United States) afforded all the 
aid in their power to assist the mother 
country in the conKîct. 
The expence 
was enormous, and human blood flmvrd 
in torrents from Fort Du Que%ne^ (now 
Pittsburgh) to Ticonderoga, and from 
Ticonderoga to^Quebec. The sanguin­ 
ary conflict on the plains of Abraham, 
in which the gallant commanders of 
both armies fell, decided the fate of that 
city. 


The frequent and 
unsuccessful at­ 
tem pts to get possession of the Cana­ 
das during the revolutionary war, may 
afford some useful lessons on this sub­ 
ject. 
The city of Quebec, both from 
its natuml position and the stn n g th of 
its defensive woi ks, may be considered 
one of the strongest fortresses in the 
world. 
Suppose then these provinces 
should be overrun by o\ir arms, ¡»o that 
all the lakes and land north and west of 
Montreal should be in our possession ; 


I 1 inquire if it would be good policy in 
' 
us governm ent to maintain a military 
I force in the field equal to the invest­ 
ment of Quebec ? If a gari^ison of twelve 
or fifteen thousand regular troops may 
now be supposed to be quartered there, 
and capable of beiu^ increased the next 
sum m er to double that num ber, I beg 
gentlem en to make some rational esti­ 
mate as to the force which it would be 
necessary to send into that countiy__ 
I presum e the most sanguine friends of 
this war do not expect thaf Quebec will 
fall during the f r s i camfiaign ¡ and if 
we should continue the army for a 
second^ I fear our p ‘ çsent military estab 
lishraent would be unequal to tho ser­ 
vice. 


The inference from the whole is, that 
the prospect of success is very doubtful, 
at least ; but even if we could insure 
success, the price to be paid, would far, 
very far, over-ba',\nce the value of the 
object, when attained. 


But the prosecution of the war, upon 
th<' plan of invasion, heretoforo adopted, 
will bring with it a tram of evils, not 
easily to b e foreseen------- Caii an im an 
in his senses believe,that a proud, war­ 
like, and haughty nation, will suffer 
invasion upon her territories, and not 
attem pt thut retaliation which lies so 
much within her reach.
